Featured in the Association for 
the United Nations booth at the 
Albany Art Show and Merchants’ 
Bazaar this weekend will be pub 
lished copies of “Walk Together, 
Talk Together,’’ a song by Dr. 
Florence Harris of Albany. 

Inspiration for the song came 
during an American Field Sery- 
ice pancake breakfast on a Sun- 
day morning in March, 1963. On 


the wall was this motto: “Walk 
together, talk together, O ye peo- 


ple of the earth. Then and only 
then will there be peace.”’ 

Choir singers from the First 
Unitarian church in Berkeley 
sang the song in its public debut 
at a meeting of the Berkeley- 
Albany chapter of the United Na- 
tions the following April. Steph- 
en Lehmer, choral director at Al- 
bany High school, arranged the 
song for his choir, which used 
it as the final number for their 
spring concert in May, 1963. At 
the request of graduating sen- 
iors, it was repeated at the com- 
mencement exercises in June. 

The song, now published, is 
available at Century Music store 
on Solano Ave. 

Dr. Harris, a teacher at Colum- 
bus school in Berkeley as Flor- 
ence Shapero for 30 years, was 
married to Vern Harris in 1947 
and retired to enter Stanford as 
a graduate student. She received 
her master’s degree in 1949, and 
doctorate in education in 1953. 

Long active in PTA, she wrote 
her doctoral thesis on the sub- 
ject, “The PTA as a Force for 
World Peace.’’ She received an 
honorary life membership in PTA 
a few years later. 

In 1952, she organized a United 
Nations citizens committee in Al-

I know that 
in my stand opposing this piece 
of pornography that I am rep- 
resenting a large segment of Al- 
bany property owners that do not 
wish to have their tax money 
spent for pornographic material 
to be placed in our public library. 
I believe that if an individual 
wants to buy this kind of trash 
for himself and it’s available on 
a newsstand that he has the right 
to spend his money any way he 
sees fit.
